EDDIE’S CHILDHOOD 


On August 10, 1928, Katherine 
Fisher gave birth to a bouncin’ baby 
boy — a boy who, in the very near 
future was to become a symbol of 
greatness to everyone. interested in 
popular music. ; 

The baby, named Edwin Jack Fisher, 
had black hair and big brown eyes and 
was truly a bundle of bursting energy. 
Why, it was said that, when Edwin 
cried, people as far as five blocks 
away could hear him! If the Fisher 
family didn’t know at this time that 
their son would some day be a singing 
sensation, they were more than cer- 
tainly aware of the fact that he had a 
healthy and strong pair of lungs. 

Eddie was born to sing! Just as soon 
as he -could talk, his grandmother 
taught him his first song. When he 
was just five years old, Eddie’s great- 
est wish was to sing with his sister, 
who at that time was singing in the 
choir of a Philadelpha Temple. The 
choir director heard of Eddie’s wish, 
and on the following Friday night 
service, the young lad — all decked 
out in white suit and black patent 
leather shoes — made his first public 
appearance. 

It’s a tremendously far cry from 
singing a religious service to singing 
about fruits and vegetables, but to 
young Eddie it was all in a day’s 
work. Joseph Fisher (Ed’s dad) was 
a house-to-house fruit vendor, and Ed- 
die used to sing out the prices and 
qualities of the produce they carried. 

Eddie’s young life was completely 
wrapped up in a world of music. By 
the time that he had reached the age 
of ten, he knew that only a singing 
career would appeal to him. He wanted 
to sing, and he wanted to be before 
the big lights, Eddie made his first 
step in the right direction when he hit © 
age thirteen — appearing on and win- 
ning a Horn & Hardart Children’s 
Hour contest. 

Eddie kept singing, and while in 
high school he worked on four dif- 
ferent radio shows, earning a total of 
eighteen dollars a week — which was 
just eighteen more dollars than he 
made when he first went to work on 
radio. As a matter of fact, his first 
station job paid him exactly fifteen 
cents carfare and not a penny more, 

While still on a “Philly” station, Ed- 
die was signed by a milk company, 
who put his picture on the front of the 
busses. and trolley cars that carried 
Philadelphia’s teeming population to 
and from work. At the end of a day’s 
run, Eddie’s handsome face was cov- 
ered with lipstick imprints from the 
thousands of gals who knew this boy 
had “it.” 

It should also be noted at this point 
that Eddie Fisher was a fine athlete. 
In fact, he was the recipient of man 
offers from major league baseball 
scouts who wanted his shortstop sery- 
ices. However, there was never any 
doubt in Eddie’s mind as to what he 
wanted to be — for singing was in his 


-life’s blood, and he wanted it to re- 


main just so. Consequently, baseball’s 
loss’ was an indescribable gain to the 
music world. “

Randy Jones started his radio career 
in 1982 as a _ singer-announcer. He 


graduated from. the University of 


_ Florida in 1937 and later attended The 
School of Music in New York City for 
.two years, as a voice major. He ac- 
quired wide experience on the New 


York stage as an actor-singer, ap- 
peared in movies, on television, in nite 
clubs and on radio. The latter won out 
as his chosen profession! 


Now Randy has a disk jockey show 
on Station WIVY, Jacksonville, Flor- 
ida, called “Today In Jacksonville.” 
He follows a definite pattern in pro- 
gramming, giving the time and tem- 
perature after each and every record. 
He also offers plenty of public service 
announcements for civic, fraternal, re- 
ligious and social organizations. 


The music is set up as follows: 
Randy spins one of the top twenty- 
four tunes across the nation every 
third record. The rest of Randy’s disk 
selections are made up of primarily 
standards by the top recording artists. 
The show is set at a fast tempo — no

possible for a heavily commercial show. 

Randy’s hobbies are primarily music 
and sports. (He was Southwestern In- 
tercollegiate Heavyweight Boxing 
Champion, as well as Heavyweight 
Wrestling Champion at the University 
of Florida.) 

Mr. Jones plays the music he be- 
lieves his vast listening audience wants 
to hear. Says Randy: “All disk jockeys 
owe a tremendous debt of loyalty and 
gratitude to the fans and listeners, 
and the only possible way to try and 


pay that debt is to spin the disks that ~

We here in 
Arkansas are no different from the 
people of other states when it comes 
to music. We like it all... Pop, Folk, 
Western, Rhythm & Blues, ete. 


“In programming my shows, I try 
to give my listeners all types of music 
(I even reach into left field and spin 
some Hillbilly and Rhythm & Blues, 
if I think it’s good enough to please 
the majority of my listening audience.)
